The iinc and costs w^re promptly paid 
and Collier was discharged. 


Court Defines Real Crime. 


The case will not be appealed to -ihc 


supreme court. 
In sentencing Coilicr 


Judge K. B. Belden stated that the real 
crime had not been the killing of Drey- 
er, but the deceit and lack of common 
humanity that had been shown by Col- 
lier and his associates when they left the 
old 
man dying along the 
road.

court hnld that Collier was not alone re- 
sponsible for this action, but that he was 
the only one of the party that could be 
punished in this proceeding. The court 
room was crowded when sentence was 
imposed.

Imprisonment Excessive. 


While imprisonment might be a more

He also said that 
the deceased boy was always looking for 
trouble am" that he sought a tight when- 
ever there ws a chance to get into one. 
When he was cross questioned he was 
asked by the district attorney'if he, had 
not assisted another young man to rob 
the saloon of Frit/, Thomas on Main 
street. The witness did not expect to 
be questioned as to his own reputation 
and appeared confused. He 
later ad- 


mitted that he had been arrested for the 
burglary of'tlle Theodore Giese grocery 
on North Main street in 1004, but that 
lie, was not guilty of the charge. He 
also admitted that he never remained in 
one" position long and had ben often dis- 
charged from jobs, remark-ink tha,t he 
did not have to work in the places if he 
did not want to. 


Chased Across the Street. 


Joseph -Hrad, the. defendant in 
the 


case, according to the prosecution, show- 
ed IL weak point in-his lino of defense 
late yesterday afternoon when he de.- 
icribcd the scene which immediately pre- 
ceded the stabbing of Pinnow. He testi- 
fied that when the fight started on 'the 
north side of the street he stood 'there 
for a minute or two and watched'the 
struggle in t he'slreet.. Then he said two 
men came from the north aide of 
the 


truggling crowd and chased him across 
he street iu a .southwesterly direction 
o the corner of East and F.ric street 
toward the priest's house. While he was 
Tossing the street, he reached down into 
lis pocket, took out his pocket knife 
nid opened it. holding it in Iiis hand. 
The knife was still in his hand when he 
-cached the corner and stood behind the 
ree. When he stopped there he suw an 
)ther fallow in front or to the east -of 
urn on the sidewalk, claiming that he 
vns between two gangs aud that he was 
e.illy surrounded.

Milwaukee Evening Wisconsin, bearing 
upon -municipal taxes, showing that ris- 
ing assessments bring larger tax levies, 
greater expenditure and increasing bond- 
ed debt.' .Mr. Usher'says that Wisconsin 
began an attempt at tax reform'"in 1S9T, 
ten years ago, with the law providing for 
the appointment of the first tax commis- 
sion, which reported in 1803. The iirst 
lux commission said that taxation per 
capita vas then higher 
in 
Wisconsin 


than in the average states in the union. 
But the fact remains the same that there 
has been no improvement in the past 
four years in this stale as a whole, but 
rather the reverse; that the average, local 
assessment of today is not more 
than 


about two-thirds of the full value; and 


missions and inequalities are the rule 
rather than Ihe exception, or a very com- 
mon occurrence at least.

those cities still leaves the 


exhibit a bad one, but in both of them 
the people are discussing municipal own- 
ership propositions which it is proposed

The 
leaders, however, are the Thomas B. -lef- 
fery Co., the Badger Brass Co.. the Chi- 
cago Brass Co.. and the Simmons Manu- 
facturing Co. The Jeffery company leads 
Ihe list with the increase of I'JO per eent 
in the number of men employed since the 
last report was made.
